A proposed 319-acre subdivi­ 
sion of 63 homes on the west 
side of Tomales Bay, within the 
area designated for the Point 
Reyes National Seashore, drew 
expressions of concern at a 
meeting of the Marin County 
Planning Commission y e s t e r- 
Tiay.

Pentagon Reveals Pullout 


Weeks Ahead Of Schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States will continue to 
pull troops out of Vietnam even 
though President Richard M. 
Nixon has not yet announced 
any further cutback goals, a 
Pentagon spokesman said today. 
The spokesman described the 
withdrawal as an 
“on-going, 
continuing program” and said 
the momentum would be main­ 
tained beyond the announced 
immediate goal of 60,000 return­ 
ees, which was reached last 
week, some 25 days before the 
Dec. 15 objective date. 
The spokesman said Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
believes there is a momentum 
in the withdrawal process that 
will continue. 
The spokesman agreed that a 
new presidential announcement 
of withdrawal goals probably 
will describe what already has 
been happening. 
Nixon is expected to make a 
further announcement on with­ 
drawals by late December. This 
would be his third such an­ 
nouncement since the troop re­ 
duction program was ordered in 
June. 
Pentagon authorities declined 
to discuss either a rate of with­ 
drawal or a timetable. 
This is in line with Nixon’s 
stated position that providing 
such information publicly would 
encourage enemy intransigence 
at the negotiating table in Paris. 
The pattern of pullouts has 
been irregular.

Beatle Returns 
Medal In Protest 
LONDON (AP) - Beatle John 
Lennon returned the Order of 
the British Empire medal to 
Queen Elizabeth II today, say­ 
ing he was protesting British 
support for the United States in 
Vietnam and his nation’s “in­ 
volvement in the Nigeria-Biafra 
thing.” 
The award was given to all 
the Beatles by the queen in 1965 
because 
their

services to Britain. 
“Of course, Mr. Lennon is 
free to do whatever he wants,” 
said a spokesman for Bucking­ 
ham Palace. “This very rarely 
happens but it has happened be­ 
fore. In fact several people re­

Beatles 
were 
awarded 
theirs.” 
MBE is an abbreviation for 
Member of the British Empire. 
When the Beatles got their 
MBE’s others turned theirs in 
saying the award to the Beatles 
downgraded the order.

said if they go through with it, 
they will have violated Army 
regulations—not because they’re 
fasting, 
but because they’ve 
publicized the fast instead of 
making it a private matter. 
“Since they have declared 
themselves, in my opinion this 
constitutes 
a 
demonstration,” 
said Col. Joseph Bellas, 51, 
Lansford, Pa., commander of 
the 71st Evacuation Hospital at 
this central highlands base. 
The Army’s considerably lib­ 
eralized rules on protests still 
prohibit any public demonstra­ 
tion by soldiers in uniform dur­ 
ing duty hours, or when they 
are either on a military reserva­ 
tion or in a foreign country. 
Bellas is operating under a re­ 
finement of these regulations— 
“dissent 
guidelines” 
issued 
yesterday by higher authority 
here. Obviously referring to the 
fast, the guidelines say in part: 
“Any member of this command 
may skip any meal he chooses

have. Public advertising of that 
fact by one or more individuals 
constitutes demonstrations and 
will not be permitted.” 
Fourteen soldiers planning to 
fast told reporters they have 
collected 165 names within the 
hospital unit on a letter to Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon, outlin­ 
ing their reasons for the fast. 
The letter says, “As long as 
American soldiers continue to 
fight and die in a senseless war 
that cannot be won, we 'the un­ 
dersigned feel that we have 
very little to be thankful for.”

The letter was mimeographed 
and distributed around Pleiku 
and elsewhere in South Vietnam 
with a cover sheet urging that 
the plan be kept secret from ca­ 
reer soldiers. 
Thirteen of the men declined 
to give their names for publica­ 
tion. saying they feared repris­ 
als by their superiors or possi­ 
ble harm to their civilian ca­ 
reers or education once they get 
out of the Army.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States will continue to 
pull troops out of Vietnam even 
though President Richard M. 
Nixon has not yet announced 
any further cutback goals, a 
Pentagon spokesman said today. 
The spokesman described the 
withdrawal as an 
“on-going, 
continuing program” and said 
the momentum would be main­ 
tained beyond the announced 
immediate goal of 60.000 return­ 
ees, which was reached last 
week, some 25 days before the 
Dec. 15 objective date. 
The spokesman said Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
believes there is a momentum. 
In the withdrawal process that 
will continue. 
The spokesman agreed that a 
new presidential announcement 
of withdrawal goals probably 
will describe what already has 
been happening. 
Nixon is expected to make a 
further announcement on with­ 
drawals by late December. This 
would be his third such an­ 
nouncement since the troop re­ 
duction program was ordered in 
June. 
Pentagon authorities declined 
to discuss either a rate of with­ 
drawal or a timetable. 
This is in line with Nixon’s 
stated position that providing 
such information publicly would 
encourage enemy intransigence 
at the negotiating table in Paris. 
The pattern of pullouts has 
been irregular.

School 
District is spending more mon­ 
ey than it is taking in, and must 
either raise local taxes or cur­ 
tail some of its programs, dis­ 
trict trustees learned last night 
at a special meeting on finance 
and building. 


Supt. Jam es G. Bunker said 


that the board had budgeted 
$720 per student this year, but 
actually was spending $739 per 
student — based on current ex­ 
penses. This would put the dis­ 
trict more than $200,000 in the 
red at the end of the school 
I year. Bunker said. 


The deficit would be made up 
from a $406,930 beginning bal­ 
ance in the district budget and 
leave the district with just over 
$200,000 for next fiscal year’s 
beginning balance. At the cur­ 
rent rate of increase in educa­ 
tion costs of 7 to 8 per cent an­ 
nually, the district would be def­ 
icit financing. Bunker said. 


The current budget is $9.26 
million, with a supporting tax 
rate of $5.345 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation. Bunker esti- 
i mated that with normal salary 
increases next year, the budget 
would be about $9.45 million 
¡next year. 


Although the board discussed 


raising the district tax rate, 
there wa9 no mention of how 
much 
of an 
increase 
voters 
might be asked to approve. 


The board voted unamiously, 
with Trustee Irving D. Chap­ 
man Jr. absent, to reactivate a 
c i t i z e n s committee to study 
schooi finance. 


Bunker was asked to have the 
names of last year’s citizens 
committee members who are 
willing to serve and others to 
add to the committee ready for 
Monday's meeting. Bunker is 
also to have a time schedule j 
prepared on when the district 
must act to put a tax rate in­ 
crease on the June ballot. 


“ It’s a case where we have 
exhausted our r e s e r v e s and 
must either cut back on our ed­ 
ucational program or find more 
r e v e n u e s,” Bunker said. He 
added that he did not think that 
enough could be cut out of edu­ 
cational programs to make up 


j the d i f f e r e n c e in increased 
j costs. 


Trustee William 
Schneeflock 
suggested establishing priorities 
in programs not required by 
law, so that the board could sys­ 
tematically reduce them. 
His 
suggestion was ignored by the 
other board members. 
Schneeflock

said 
he 


would prefer obtaining added in­ 
come rather than cutting its ed 
ucationar program. 


On the b u i l d i n g program. 
Bunker reported that the dis­ 
trict was in good shape for 
three or four years on elementa­ 
ry and junior high school class­ 
room capacity, but that San Ma­ 
rin High School was incomplete 
and should have some additions. 


lie said the district had $980,- 
000 in unsold bonds for this. The 
district cannot sell the bonds be­ 
cause of the state limit of 5 per 
cent interest on school bonds 
He said he hoped the legislature 
would change this to at least 7 
per cent. 


San Marin High School needs

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
A Sordid Story Shows 
What War Is Like 


Every war has its atrocity stories, 
but none that has yet come out of Viet­ 
nam has so shaken Americans as the 
sordid tale of the massacre at Song My. 
It is the more disturbing because 
the killers were our own troops. 
A lieutenant and a sergeant face 
Army charges, twenty-five other sol­ 
diers are under investigation. 
Whether they are guilty or wheth­ 
er they were merely carrying out or­ 
ders from above has not much bearing 
on the affair. Whether those orders 
were i s s u e d in the conviction that 
Song My was full of Viet Cong mas­ 
querading as “innocent peasants” real­ 
ly has little bearing either. 


MORE THAN 100 civilians were 
slain in Song My, according to the 
Army’s own account. Some villagers 
who survived have placed the toll at 
more than 500. 
Newsweek magazine in a story this 
week claims Song My, called “Pinks- 
ville” by the GIs, was but one of three 
hamlets in which 567 civilians were 
killed in a mop-up in March, 1968. 
W h e t h e r the figure is correct 
makes l i t t l e difference. Eye-witness 
reports agree that the American sol­ 
diers shot down women and children, 
a l o n g with men, in their sweep 
through the village. 


THIS IS THE S T O R Y that has 
come to light. But let no one suppose 
that Song My is the only place in 
Vietnam where the fighting armies 
have slain civilians. 
And let no one 
suppose that all such slayings have 
been by Americans. 
There have, in 
fact, been many well-substantiated re­ 
ports during this long war of massacres 
by the North Vietnamese, by the Viet 
Cong, and by the South Vietnamese 
troops. 
One far removed from the war can 
easily throw up his hands in horror at

the atrocity of Song My. To the sol­ 
dier on the scene, it no doubt looked 
somewhat different. 
The American troops had been ha­ 
rassed steadily by a “shadow army.” 
Patrols found no opposing force, yet 
with nightfall, the American c a m p s 
were under attack. The supposition 
seemed well supported 
that th e 
“peaceful villagers” turned guerrilla 
warriors when the sun went down. 


THAT IS THE KIND of war it is in 
Vietnam. 
In a situation where no one knows 
for sure who may be his enemy, the 
distinction between combatants a n d 
non-combatants is bound to blur. 
Viet Cong pouring into Hue massa­ 
cred many of the populace on the theo­ 
ry t h a t they had been assisting the 
Americans. 
Americans in Song My m u r ­ 
dered on the theory that these “peace­ 
ful villagers” were their night-time at­ 
tackers. Even women and rather small 
children can and do bear arms in Viet­ 
nam. 


P E R H A P S THE HORROR of 
Song 
My can bring home to Ameri­ 
cans that, whatever our motives in en­ 
tering Vietnam, we are not saviors to 
the Vietnamese p e o p l e . We are in 
much the position of Cortez' conquista- 
dores, putting the Mexicans to the 
sword to force them to give up their 
“odious idolatry” and worship Christ. 
And it is r a t h e r meaningless, in 
this circumstance, to talk about fear of 
a “blood bath” as a reason for our re­ 
maining in t h a t sorrowful Southeast 
Asian country. The Vietnamese that 
we kill because perhaps they fight us 
by night may be no less peaceful peas­ 
ants than the Vietnamese the Viet 
Cong kill because they have been “col­ 
laborators.” 


It Can Pay To Get Sick 
Under Bridge District Practice

The sound of nests being 
feathered has benn detected at 
the Golden Gate Bridge.

The fervent fan of a high 
school basketball team in the 
midwest gave the coach $25 
and suggested that he provide 
the boys with new uniforms 
and use the money in a way 
that would best help the team.

The c o a c h told him re­ 
proachfully, “Y o u distinctly 
instructed me to use that mon­ 
ey in a way that would help us 
most. So I gave it to the refer­ 
ee.” 


HELSINKI - The music of 
Sibelius is for the Finnish peo­ 
ple an expression of national 
identity. To great composers 
“Finlandia” is not a national 
hymn so much as it is a reflec­ 
tion of the strong and resolute 
voices that come from the 
heart of this rugged forest 
country. 
After 700 years of occupa­ 
tion, first by Sweden and then 
by Russia, and nearly 30 years 
of war and the threat of war, 
that national identity is strong­ 
er than ever. 


WITH REALISM the Finnish 
government has forged a poli­ 
cy of scrupulous neutrality. It 
has not always been easy. In 
the crisis of 1961, when Nikita 
Khrushchev was threatening 
to drive the allies out of Ber­ 
lin, a note from Moscow de­ 
manded that Finland consult 
on measures of defense under 
the Finnish-Soviet treaty of 
mutual assistance in order to 
counter the threat of West 
German aggression. 
To respond to that note by 
agreeing to arrangements for 
mutual defense would have 
seemed to the world to put 
Finland in the Soviet camp. 
President Urho Kekkonen flew 
to meet Khrushchev at Novoi- 
birsk, where the Russian pre­ 
mier was on a Siberian inspec­ 
tion tour. After two days of 
talks, the communique they is­ 
sued reaffirmed Finland’s neu­ 
trality with the interpretation 
that under the mutual assist­ 
ance pact Finland would take 
the initiative for consultation, 
rather than the giant neighbor 
to the east. 
Kekkonen. now in his third 
six-year term as president, is 
one reason for Finland’s suc­ 
cess. He is a shrewd, tough 
bargainer not only abroad but 
at home, where it has been es­ 
sential to keep the parties in 
balance in a coalition govern- 
m e n t representing a wide 
spectrum. 


AN IMPORTANT asset is a 
foreign service that is small 
but as able as any in the 
world. Diplomats and busi­ 
nessmen who travel frequently 
to Russia have a sharp and 
penetrating view of the intrica­ 
cies of power behind the Iron 
Curtain. The Finnish ambassa­ 
dor to Peking, Ake Wihtol. is 
rated one of the most knowl­ 
edgeable on the Chinese puz­ 


zle, with more latitude than 
other westerners. 
An earlier crisis Kekkonen 
helped resolve was over Fin­ 
land’s entry into the European 
Free Trade Association. This 
was bound to raise Russian 
suspicions. But Kekkonen in 
Moscow made a convincing 
case that EFTA, made up of 
European nations other than 
the six in the Common Mar­ 
ket, was solely for commerce 
and had no political of mili­ 
tary overtones. 
Lowering of tariff barriers 
among the EFTA countries 
has meant a marked increase 
in Finland’s trade. Since the 
Finns must export to live, this 
is a major factor in 
the 
present boom. Forty per cent 
of Finnish exports to go EFTA 
countries, 20 per cent to the 
six in the Common Market. 
Between 15 and 20 per cent 
of Finnish exports to go the 
Soviet Union and another 5 per 
cent to the Eastern Block 
countries. Papermaking ma­ 
c h i n e r y and a variety of 
high-technology products are 
sold to Russia. In return the 
Finns get Petroleum, iron ore, 
coal and other raw materials. 
There is discussion of a pipe 
line to transmit natural gas to 
Finnish industry. 


THE GOVERNMENT is just 
now engaged in a bold diplo­ 
matic v e n t u r e . Invitations 
have gone out to 32 nations, 
including the United States 
and Canada, to participate in 
a European security confer­ 
ence. The first initiative came 
from 
the 
Communist 
Bloc. 
Moscow's objective is a securi­ 
ty treaty that would, in effect, 
ratify the status quo and re­ 
nounce the use of force. Of 23 
replies thus far favoring such 
a conference or taking a sym­ 
pathetic view, four have come 
from NATO nations — Den­ 
mark, Norway, Belgium and 
Holland. 
But, being realists, the Finns 
put the chances of such a con­ 
ference as, at best, 50-50. One 
motive for the Finnish initia­ 
tive is to hold off pressure for 
recognition of East Germany. 
As scrupulous neutrals, the 
Finns have trade missions but 
no diplomatic representation 
in either West or East Ger­ 
many. Nor are they represent­ 
ed in either Vietnam or Korea. 
That is the definition — re­ 
straint and forbearance — of 
neutrality, Finnish style.

Commandos As Refugees 
Add To Mideast Woes

When does a refugee become 
a guerrilla and what do you do 
about it? 
The question arises from 
perhaps the greatest tragedy 
of all after three Mideast wars 
in the last 20 years and the 
answer is being sought in cur­ 
rent debate before the Spe­ 
cial Political Committee of 
the United Nations General 
Assembly. 
The 
fact 
t h a t 
Palestine 
commandos have moved into 
refugee camps in Lebanon, 
seized UN buildings and fly 
their own flag beside the flag 
of Lebanon gives it special ur­ 
gency. 
And because of it, tragedy 
could be heaped upon tragedy. 


MEMBERS of the United 
States Congress are consider­ 
ing an amendment to foreign 
aid authorization which would 
ban U.S. aid to the refugees 
until the commando occupa­ 
tion is ended. 
The United States, for a to­ 
tal of more than $450 million, 
has been the major contributor 
to the UN Relief and Work 
Agency for Palestine refugees 
since its establishment in 1949. 
The U.S. contribution this 
year has been set at $22.2 mil­ 
lion plus another $1 million for 
education. 
The relief agency distributes 
food, clothing, shelter, medi­ 
cines and education to 1.4 mil­ 
lion Arab refugees in camps 
located in Syria, Lebanon, Jor­ 
dan and the United Arab Re­ 
public. 


OF THESE, an official 170,000 
live in conditions of bare sub­ 
sistence in 15 camps in Leba­ 
non. All but one of these 
camps is said to have been 
taken over by the commandos 
who control exit and entry and 
carry out military training be­ 
hind sandbag barriers. 
Laurence Michelmore, head 
of the UN agency, has de­ 
clared that any cutback in 
services and supplies would be 
“catastrophic.” 
The agency, already oper­ 


ating in the red, has had to 
provide shelter for some 92,000 
new refugees on Jordan’s east 
bank since the 1967 war. 
Michelmore attributes cur­ 
rent difficulties to “an abnor­ 
mal situation” arising from 
Lebanon’s recent troubles with 
the commandos. The agree­ 
ment granting the commandos 
haven in L e b a n o n boosted 
commando morale and raised 
their stock among the refugees 
in the camps which always 
have been recruiting centers. 
Many r e f u g e e s carrying 
cards entitling them to relief 
also are commandos and the 
job of checking them out is too 
big for the UN authorities to 
handle. 


IN THE UN debate all the 
old c h a r g e s and counter­ 
charges engendered by more 
than 20 years of hatred have 
been trotted out. 
And in the end it is unlikely 
that the refugee problem will 
be any nearer a solution than 
before. 
The suffering continues and 
the spark that could touch off 
a new war glows brighter.

Will Petaluma Clean Up Harbor? 


Well, There Are Hopeful Signs 


Imagine the Petaluma River 
— shimmering blue and tran­ 
quil — with harbor surround­ 
ings that can make the city 
proud. 


A pipedream? Could be, but 
at least some serious study is 
under way. With record num­ 
ber of visitors boating into the 
harbor, the river entrance de­ 
serves improvement. 
Petalu­ 
ma city officials agree on that, 
but how much progress will be 
made is another question. 


A boaters from Marin and 
all over the Bay Area enjoy 
the scenic ride from San Pablo 
Bay, they dock with the im­ 
pression. “Gee, it’s a lovely 
ride until you get to Petalu­ 
m a.” 


Greeted by industries that 
care little about impractical 
matters like river beauty, the 
boaters dock amid dismal sur­ 
rounding of abandoned boats 
and rotting pilings. 


PERHAPS THE MAN, who 
most enthusiastically sees the 
great potential of the river is 
Col. Mervin S. Waters, imme­ 
diate past president if the East 
Petaluma C i v i c Association 
and a newly appointed mem­ 
ber of the city planning com­ 
mission. 


Thus far, the planning com­ 
mission has had little time to 
consider corrective measures 
for 
the 
river, 
devoting 
its 
lengthy meetings to subdivi­ 
sion plans. 
Colonel Waters, as chairman 
of the chamber of commerce 
harbor committee, has been 
the official greeter for the city 
and knows well the complaints 
of boaters who arrive in disap­ 
pointment 
after 
a 
splendid 
cruise. 
While his suggestions for im- 


p r o v e m e n t s have so far 
brought no action, he is now a 
member also of the Petaluma 
River study committee of the 
Sonoma County Economic De­ 
velopment Board. 


THE RIVER will see even 
more boating soon with com­ 
pletion of the boat launching 
facility south of the Highway 
101 overcrossing at Petroleum 
Avenue. 
A step in the right direction 
is the improvement of the al­ 
ley behind the main boat dock. 
Known officially as Western 
Axenue Extension, the alley is 
scheduled to be paved and 
widened to allow easier exit 
from the Water Street parking 
lot. 
While it will be a welcome 
improvement for Petalumans, 
it will also provide a sidewalk 
for boaters who leave their 
boats and walk to Petaluma 
Boulevard to find a restaurant, 
park or bar. 


PETALUMA IS not one big 
slum, but some boaters who 
don’t venture far from the 
dock area would never believe 
it. You can’t blame them. 
The vacant land on the east 
side of the harbor is unsightly 
with the ruins of the Golden 
Eagle Milling Co. which was 
burned out several years ago.

A Sordid Story Shows 
What War Is Like 


Every war has its atrocity stories, 
but none that has yet come out of Viet­ 
nam has so shaken Americans as the 
sordid tale of the massacre at Song My. 
It is the more disturbing because 
the killers were our own troops. 
A lieutenant and a sergeant face 
Army charges, twenty-five other sol­ 
diers are under investigation. 
Whether they are guilty or wheth­ 
er they were merely carrying out or­ 
ders from above has not much bearing 
on the affair. Whether those orders 
were i s s u e d in the conviction that 
Song My was full of Viet Cong mas­ 
querading as “innocent peasants” real­ 
ly has little bearing either. 


the atrocity of Song My. To the sol­ 
dier on the scene, it no doubt looked 
somewhat different. 
The American troops had been ha­ 
rassed steadily by a “shadow army.” 
Patrols found no opposing force, yet 
with nightfall, the American c a m p s 
were under attack. The supposition

MORE THAN 100 civilians were 
slain in Song My, according to the 
Army's own account.

The ¡sound of nests 'being 
feathered has beni detected at 
the Golden Gate Bridge. 
The man with the sharp ears 
is Mill Valley Mayor Dean N. 
Meyer, who has launched an 
utterly unsuccessful drive to 
date to save public money that 
he estimates could total $20.000 
a year. 
What Meyer is pointing his 
finger at is the failure of the 
district’s health insurance poli­ 
cies to include a provision bar­ 
ring something called

duplication of benefits. That 
would mean bridge district 
employees, directors and their 
dependents no longer could 
collect twice when they got 
sick if they had health insur­ 
ance besides that paid by the 
district. 


“1 DON’T BELIEVE an indi­ 
vidual should make a profit in 
a health claim,’ particularly 
when public funds are paying 
the premium,” Meyer keeps 
telling his fellow directors. But 


they just keep putting him off 
with vague agreements that 
the matter deserves further 
study. 
Meyer, an insurance broker, 
points out that the present pol­

WITH REALISM the Finnish 
government has forged a poli­ 
cy of scrupulous neutrality. It 
has not always been easy. In 
the crisis of 1961, when Nikita 
Khrushchev 
was threatening 
to drive the allies out of Ber­ 
lin, a note from Moscow de­ 
manded that Finland consult 
on measures of defense under 
the Finnish-Soviet treaty of 
mutual assistance in order to 
counter the threat of West 
German aggression. 
To respond to that note by 
agreeing to arrangements for 
mutual defense would have 
seemed to the world to put 
Finland in the Soviet camp. 
President Urho Kekkonen flew 
to meet Khrushchev at Novoi- 
birsk, where the Russian pre­ 
mier was on a Siberian inspec­ 
tion tour. After two days of 
talks, the communique they is­ 
sued reaffirmed Finland’s neu­ 
trality with the interpretation 
that under the mutual assist­ 
ance pact Finland would take 
the initiative for consultation, 
rather than the giant neighbor 
to the east. 
Kekkonen. now in his third 
six-year term as president, is 
one reason for Finland’s suc­ 
cess. He is a shrewd, tough 
bargainer not only abroad but 
at home, where it has been es­ 
sential to keep the parties in 
balance in a coalition govern- 
m e n t representing a wide 
spectrum.

Wary of a proposal to let 
speakers from the World Feder­ 
alists organization speak at a 
scheduled series of drug educa­ 
tion meetings, a subcommittee 
of the San Anselmo Parks and 
Recreation Commission w i l l 
meet today with youth leader 
Norman E. Leach to review the 
planned series. 
Leach, who initially proposed 
the series to the commission, 
went ahead and laid out a 
schedule of five meetings at Sir 
Francis Drake High School next 
month, but commissioners ob­ 
jected last week that Leach had 
set it up by himself instead of 
working with the subcommittee. 
The commission, which met 
Wednesday, approved part of 
the program, the meetings at 
which speakers will be Munici­ 
pal Court Judge Hadden W.

Nutrition Survey Set For 


Some Marin City Children 


The Marin City Council last 
night approved a University of 
California nutrition s t u d y of 
children whose families are cur­ 
rently on the county’s Aid to 
Families of Dependent Children 
program. 
Approval came unanimously 
after Dr. Sheldon Margin of 
U.C. told the council that his 
team would run extensive tests 
on the children of approximate­ 
ly 25 families in Marin City, 
that all information would be 
made available to the family 
and that any symptoms of ill­ 
ness 
caused 
by 
malnutrition 
would be treated by the county 
health department without cost. 
Margin told the council that 
his team was making a study of 
malnutrition in several areas of 
Northern California. He said he 
would like to see all children ex­ 
amined by the specialists but 
said that funding permitted test­ 
ing only of those on the aid pro­ 
grams and from ages 3 to 6. 
He said the purpose of his 
program was to compile enough 
information about malnutrition 
cases in children whose families 
are on welfare programs to b4 
able to put “ political pressure” 
to increase the amount of aid. 
Margin said he would hire two 
Marin City persons as aides to 
help set up appointments for 


children who qualify, at the con­ 
venience of the families in­ 
volved. He estimated it would 
take about a month to analyze 
the diets of all 25 families and 
to test and evaluate the chil­ 
dren’s health.

The article quoted an agency 
member as saying that Mont­ 
gomery had allowed five fami­ 
lies not financially qualified to 
move into the housing unit, 
which is aimed at low income 
families.

“ but they (the Redevelopment 
Agency) have tried to run the 
project.”

SAN YSIDRO (AP) - Since 
Operation Intercept became Op­ 
eration Cooperation, the traffic 
jam s that cut back border tour­ 
ism have diminished.

The 
laundromats are still off. 
“ As for the shopper dollar, 
some businesses such as dis­ 
count houses, initially were 8 
to 10 per cent down. As of about 
10 days ago, 2 per cent of that 
business has returned. 
“ The adverse publicity given 
to the border tieups has undone 
what it had taken years of ad­ 
vertising to build,” she said. 
“ It will take months and years 
to rebuild. We are spending to 
restore business instead of to 
build new business.”

W ill Petaluma Clean Up Harbor? 


Well, There Are Hopeful Signs 


Imagine the Petalum a River 
— shimmering blue and tran­ 
quil — with harbor surround­ 
ings that can make the city 
proud. 
A pipedream? Could be, but 
at least some serious study is 
under way. With record num­ 
ber of visitors boating into the 
harbor, the river entrance de­ 
serves improvement. Petalu­ 
m a city officials agree on that, 
but how much progress will be 
made is another question. 
A boaters from Marin and 
all over the Bay Area enjoy 
the scenic ride from San Pablo 
Bay, they dock with the im­ 
pression, “Gee, it’s a lovely 
ride until you get to Petalu­ 
m a.” 
Greeted by industries that 
care little about impractical 
m atters like river beauty, the 
boaters dock amid dismal sur­ 
rounding of abandoned boats 
and rotting pilings. 


PERHAPS THE MAN, who 
most enthusiastically sees the 
great potential of the river Is 
Col. Mervin S. Waters, imme­ 
diate past president if the East 
Petalum a C i v i c Association 
and a newly appointed mem­ 
ber of the city planning com* 
mission. 
Thus far, the planning com­ 
mission has had little time to 
consider corrective measures 
for 
the 
river, 
devoting 
its 
lengthy meetings to subdivi­ 
sion plans. 
Colonel Waters, as chairman 
of the chamber of commerce 
harbor committee, has been 
. the official greeter for the city 
and 'knows well, the complaints 
of boaters who arrive in disap­ 
pointment 
after 
a 
splendid 
cruise. 
While his suggestions for im- 


p r o v e m e n t s have so far 
brought no action, he is now a 
member also of the Petaluma 
River study committee of the 
Sonoma County Economic De­ 
velopment Board. 


THE R IV E R will see even 
more boating soon with com­ 
pletion of the boat launching 
facility south of the Highway 
101 overcrossing at Petroleum 
Avenue. 
A step in the right direction 
is the improvement of the al­ 
ley behind the main boat dock. 
Known officially as Western 
Axenue Extension, the alley is 
scheduled to be paved and 
widened to allow easier exit 
from the W ater Street parking 
lot. 
While it will be a welcome 
improvement for Petalumans, 
it will also provide a sidewalk 
for boaters who leave their 
boats and walk to Petaluma 
Boulevard to find a restaurant, 
park or bar. 


PETALUMA IS not one big 
slum, but some boaters who 
don’t venture far from the 
dock area would never believe 
it. You can’t blame them. 
The vacant land on the east 
side of the harbor is unsightly 
with the ruins of the Golden 
Eagle Milling Co. which was 
burned out several years ago. 
Plans to develop the valuable 
land faltered with entangle­ 
ment with the state lands com­ 
mission. Now that the red tape 
seems to be clearing, perhaps 
developers can move ahead

Lunches For Hungry Students GrouP &ecfs Mrs. MacMillan 
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By JOY STILLEY 


NEW YORK (AP) - “ It’s a 
waste of taxpayers’ money to 
try to educate a child who is 
hungry; he's just not alert,’’ de­ 
clares Mrs. Helen McGee, presi­ 
dent of the American School 
Food Service Assn. “ I’d like to 
see the school lunch program 
made available to every school­ 
child in the country.” 


At present some 21 million of 
the 52 million American school 
children are getting, under the 
program, the balanced “Type 
A” lunch that provides at least 
one-third of the child’s daily nu­ 
tritional requirements. Another 
5 million are eating in a la carte 
programs 
where 
thay 
choose 
their own food. 


During her 1963-70 term Mrs. 
McGee hopes to lead her 48.- 
000-m e m b e r organization to­ 
ward its goal of expanding the 
school food service program to 
reach the millions of children 
who do not now receive its bene­ 
fits. 


“ I F E E L THERE is no reason 
any child should *oe denied a 
school 
lunch,” she maintains. 
“ It’s not going to be easy and 
can’t be done overnight, 
but 
more and more educators are 
realizing its advantages.’ ’ 
Each 
school 
district 
deter­ 
mines whether it wishes to par­ 
ticipate in the plan. Under the 
N a t i o n a l School Lunch Pro­ 
gram, the federal government 
furnishes some foods and some 
funds to pay part of the nonprof­ 
it lunch costs. Prices to students 
countrywide generally r a n g e 
form 25 to 50 cents, and partici­ 
pating schools are required to' 
offer reduced 
prices 
or free 
meals to children who cannot 
pay all or any of that amount, 
i

of schools, Mrs. McGee admits, 
is that many old buildings have 
neither kitchens nor cafeterias.

wants to serve meals can find a 
way,” she explains. 


“Central kitchens can prepare 
food and deliver it in portable 
containers to the schools. Serv­ 
ing lines even can be set up in 
the halls and children can eat at 
their desks. Pre-portioned ready- 
to-serve 
meals 
are 
another 
possibility and with f r o z e n 
meals the only equipment need­ 
ed is a defrosting oven.” 
T h e attractive, dark-haired 
mother of three grown children 
is concerned not only with pro­ 
per nourishment for needy stu­ 
dents but also for those who 
have money and still don’t get 
an adequate lunch. “They go 
out and buy potato chips, candy 
and pop,” she says. “ We need 
more n u t r i t i o n education in 
schools as well as more parent 
education to make them aware 
of the value of the lunch pro­ 
gram to their children.” 
A RECOGNIZED authority on 
school food service operations, 
Mrs. McGee was sent to Guyana 
in 1966 by the U.S. State Dept, 
to study operations there and 
advise on techniques. 
She began her career as a 
home economics teacher after 
receiving a Bachelor of Science 
degree from Northwestern State 
College, Alva, Okla., and has 
done graduate work in nutrition 
at the University of Oklahoma 
and Oklahoma State University. 
She is now school food service 
director for 22 schools in the 
Midwest City-Del City, Okla., 
school district. 
However, 
she 
will spend much of the coming 
year in traveling and working 
for the a s s o c i a t i o n, which 
among other activities sponsors 
seminars for school administra­ 
tions 
and 
people 
involved 
in 
food 
and equipment 
services 
In the schools under her juris- 


diction, classroom tasting par­ 
ties are held when new food is 
introduced on the menu. After 
passing around the new food for 
the children to taste, the teach­ 
er tells them where it’s grown 
and something about it to make 
the food more acceptable. 


Housewives facing the deci­ 
sion of what to have for dinner 
might consider their task simple 
compared to the problems Mrs. 
McGee and other nutritionists in 
the lunch program contend w’ith 
in meal planning, usually done 
on the basis of a six-week cycle. 
EACH MENU must meet the 
nutritional 
requirements, 
stay 
within a limited budget, consi­ 
der food likes and dislikes, com­ 
bine different colors and vary­ 
ing textures, be guided by limi­ 
tations in equipment that may 
mean only two baked foods can 
be prepared at a time, be con­ 
sistent with how much freezer 
space is available, take into ac­ 
count what can be served on 
Monday when there has been no 
preparation time the afternoon 
before and work in donated sur­ 
plus foods. 
If all the 76.000 schools partic­ 
ipating in the program were to 
serve on the same day one of 
the most popular menus — ham­ 
burger on bun, buttered green 
beans, tossed salad, fruit cup, 
peanut butter cookie and milk 
— the market list over the na­ 
tion would read: 
2.5 millions 
pounds of beef; 8 million pounds 
of vegetables and fruits; 
5,- 
375,000 quarts of milk, and 335,- 
000 pounds of peanut butter. 
Mrs. McGee, whose husband 
Pat is an independent oil and 
gas lease broker, likes to cook 
— especially fancy things. “But 
1 don’t have much time any 
more,” she says. “And when 
you think about food all day 
you’re not quite as interested in 
going home and cooking.”

Nutrition Survey Set For 


Some Marin City Children 


The Marin City Council last 
night approved a University of 
California nutrition s t u d y of 
children whose families are cur­ 
rently on the county’s Aid to 
Families of Dependent Children 
program. 
Approval came unanimously 
after Dr. Sheldon Margin of 
U.C. told the council that his 
team would run extensive tests 
on the children of approximate­ 
ly 25 families in Marin City, 
that all information would be 
made available to the family 
and that any symptoms ©f ill­ 
ness 
caused by malnutrition 
would 'be treated by the county 
health department without cost. 
Margin told the council that 
his team was making a study of 
malnutrition in several areas of 
Northern California. He said he 
would like to see all children ex­ 
amined by the specialists but 
said that funding permitted test­ 
ing only of those on the aid pro­ 
grams and. from ages 3 to 6. 
He said the purpose of his 
program was to compile enough 
information about malnutrition 
cases in children whose families 
are on welfare programs to W 
able to put ‘“political pressure’ 
to increase the amount of aid. 
Margin said he would hire two 
Marin City persons as aides to 
help set up appointments for 


children who qualify, at the con­ 
venience of the families in­ 
volved. He estimated it would 
take about a month to analyze 
the diets of all 25 families and 
to test and evaluate the chil­ 
dren's health.,.

NEW YORK (AP) - “It’s a 
waste of taxpayers’ money to 
try to educate a child who is 
hungry; he’s just not alert,” de­ 
clares Mrs. Helen McGee, presi­ 
dent of the American School 
Food Service Assn. “ I’d like to 
see the school lunch program 
made available to every school­ 
child in the country.” 
At present some 21 million of 
the 52 million American school 
children are getting, under the 
program,, the balanced “Type 
A” lunch, 'that provides at least 
one-third of the child’s daily nu­ 
tritional requirements. Another 
5 million are eating in a la carte 
programs where thay choose 
their own food. 
During her 1969-70 term Mrs. 
McGee hopes to lead her 48,- 
QOD-member organization to­ 
ward its goal of expanding the 
school food service program to 
reach the millions of children 
who do not now receive its bene­ 
fits. 
“I FEEL THERE is no reason 
any child should be denied a 
school lunch," she maintains, 
“ It’s not going to be easy and 
can't be done overnight, but 
more and more educators are 
realizing its advantages.’ ’ 
Each school district deter­ 
mines whether it wishes to par­ 
ticipate in the plan. Under the 
N a t i o n a l School Lunch Pro­ 
gram., the federal government 
furnishes some, foods and some 
funds to pay part of the nonprof­ 
it lunch costs. Prices to students 
countrywide generally r a n g e 
form 25 to 50 cents, and partici­ 
pating schools are required to r 
offer reduced prices or free 
meals to children who cannot 
pay all or any of that amount.

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Bitter Dispute On Tactics 
Divides Conservationists 


M growing battle among Cali­ 
fornia conservationists took on 
new intensity yesterday when 
backers of an anti-air pollution 
drive sought to bring a criminal 
complaint against Harold E. 
Gregg, president of the Marin 
Conservation League. 
Marin Deputy Dist. A tty. J. 
Michael Anthony questioned to­ 
day. h o w e v e r. whether any j 
criminal complaint could be 
filed against Gregg. Anthony 
said there was no apparent ele­ 
ment of fraud in Gregg’s vigor­ 
ous opposition to the People’s 
Lobby, Inc., drive for a constitu­ 
tional amendment which would 
put the responsibility and cost 
of cutting pollution on those who 
cause it. 
Gregg, in the name of the con- j 
servation league, ran a front­ 
page ad in Friday’s Independ- 
ent-Joumal suggesting 
people j 
remove their names from peti-j 
tions backing the constitutional 
amendment. He called it “un­ 
constitutional and unenforcea-; 
ble.” 
Betty Franklin, Marin County 
coordinator of People's Lobby 


Inc.. accused Gregg in a state­ 
ment today of trying to “de­ 
prive the electorate of an oppor­ 
tunity to vote for more stringent 
pollution controls.*’ 
She sought yesterday to have 
the district attorney issue a 
complaint against Gregg for al­ 
legedly violating the election 
code outlawing interference in 
the signing of a petition. A si­ 
multaneous action was sought 
by the People’s Lobby at the 
state attorney general’s office in 
Sacramento, she said. 
Anthony said there appeared 
to be no indication that Gregg 
was acting in a fradulent man­ 
ner, in which case his action 
would constitute legitimate po­ 
litical dissent. Anthony added 
that he would discuss the mat­ 
ter with Gregg. 
Mrs. Franklin, in her state­ 
ment, c a l l e d Gregg's action 
“outrageous and presumptuous’’ 
and charged there were “ob­ 
vious efforts to sabotage the 
campaign.” As a result of the 
opposition, she said, the Peo­ 


ple’s Lobby initiative may not 
get enough signatures by tomor­ 
row’s deadline and a 60-day ex­ 
tension will have to be used to 
get enough signatures to qualify 
for the 1970 ballot. 
She also said the initiative 
and another anti-pollution mea­ 
sure had been endorsed by some 
of the nation’s “finest ecological 
attorneys” and other “highly 
prestigious groups, individuals 
and newspapers.” 
in addition to the Marin Con­ 
servation League’s opposition, 
the first conservation group to 
oppose it, the Sierra Club staff 
last week voiced strong opposi­ 
tion to the second People’s Lob­ 
by measure. That would be a 
statute revision imposing strin­ 
gent vehicle smog controls and 
| making it a felony not to abate 
avoidable industrial pollution. 
The Sierra Club staff called 
the measure “just not politically 
feasible, much less technically 
feasible.” It also said the consti­ 
tutional measure was “poorly 
written,” a criticism also sound­ 
ed by the Bay Area Air Pollu- 
1 tion Control District staff.

Jail Sentence 
For Youth In 
Fatal Wreck 


Judge Joseph G. Wilson of 
Marin Superior Court yesterday 
described a 20-year-old Novato 
youth who was the driver of a 
car involved in a fajtal accident 
last June as “totally irresponsi­ 
ble” and sentenced him to six 
months in Marin County Jail. 
He also placed Frank Edward 
Jordan on two years probation 
and ordered him to seek and 
maintain psychiatric treatment, 
telling him that if progress was 
not made, that the youth would 
go back to jail after the six- 
month term. 
Dist. Atty. Bruce B. Bales 
also noted the youth’s long bad 
driving record and said he had 
received “slaps on the wrist” 
for misconduct in the past and 
that “it is no wonder he is now 
standing where he is.” 
Jordan was driving a car 
w h i c h left the road and 
slammed broadside into a utility 
pole, shearing off the entire top 
of the car. The accident oc­ 
curred June 22 at Novato Boule­ 
vard and Sierra Vista. 
Dead after the crash was Mi­ 
chael W. Gramlich, 16, of Nova­ 
to. 
Jordan, who pleaded no con­ 
test to a felony manslaughter 
charge, was injured in the acci­ 
dent as were five other young 
people.

In addition to supervision by 
the probation department, Mrs. 
Brocco was ordered to seek psy­ 
chiatric treatment. 
Mrs. Brocco, who like her 
husband is a pharmacist, had 
earlier admitted attacking him 
while he slept in their Green- 
brae home. 
Both field suits for divorce 
last November, which are still 
pending, and Brocco has sued 
his wife for $175,000 damages 
for the attack upon him.

A wide range of budget cut­ 
ting measures, from closing 
down a school to eliminating his 
own job, was proposed last 
night by Supt. Phillip W. Schnei­ 
der to make the S a u s a l i t o 
School District’s budget fit its 
shrinking enrollment. 
Schneider, in a preliminary 
report on the 1970-71 budget, 
submitted cost-cutting proposals 
the district board might consi­ 
der to lower its budget from this 
year’s $1.5 million. Since that 
budget was approved in August, 
the district's enrollment has 
dipped by more than 100 stu­ 
dents.

Harlan Hall, College Trademark, Dies 


Harlan Hall, 
historic 
land­ 
mark on the College of Marin 
campus, started to die yester­ 
day. 


Wreckers moved in to demo­ 
lish the handsome, 40-year-old 
building, the first constructed 
on the campus and unofficial 
symbol of the college. 


Crews started battering away 
at the bell tower and when they 
are through there will be noth­ 
ing left but memories. 
Hundreds of students sprawl­ 
ed on the grass to watch the 
crane begin ripping the tower 
down, occasionally cheering as 
a big chunk was tom free. About 
50 students were scattered at one 
point when a high-pressure wat­ 
er hose 
inexplicably 
started 
spouting water, whipping back 
and forth through the crowd un­ 
til a workman grabbed it and 
shut it off. 
A single sign reading “God 
is Love” was stuck into the top 
of the woven wire fence thrown 
around the 
building by the 
Cleveland Wrecking Company to 
protect passersby from falling 
debris. 
“I’m glad I wasn’t there,” 
said Ada Fusselman of San An- 
selmo, a member of the first 
college board, when informed 
that demolition had started.

The tower had chimes and 
bells, and in the 1930s, “the 
chimes were a part of campus 
life, ringing in the morning and 
at noon,” recalled Juanita Willis 
of Kentfield, longtime recording 
secretary to the district board. 


The College of Marin was in 
existence before Harlan Hall, 
but not by much and the hall 
was its first real home. 
When the college opened in 
1926, classes were held in the 
converted Butler mansion in 
Kentfield with an enrollment of 
125 students. 
Three years later, trustees 
opened bids for what was re­ 
ferred to as “the new classroom 
building,” and the job went to 
the firm of Younger and Hor- 
stmeyer at a cost of $53,594. 
“We t h o u g h t and thought 
about spending that much mon­ 
ey,” said Mrs. Fusselman. 


An o c c a s i o n a l Model T 
chugged by and the country was 
on the brink of the great depres­ 
sion following the stock market 
crash. 


The L-shaped 
building, de-1 
signed by A. A. Cantin, also was 
the scene of early board meet­ 
ings, and Mrs. Fusselman re­ 
called: “I remember the night 
when suddenly there was a bat 
in there, and I hollered, and 
Ward Austin, who was vice 
president then, got a broom and 
got it out.” 
At the north end of the colon­ 
nade there was a bronze plaque 
reading: 


Harlan Hall was described as 
an attractive old edifice, but one 
that had to be structurally im­ 
proved if it were to remain in 
use. 


The experts said the cost of 
rehabilitating, s t r u c t u r a l l y 
strengthening and modernizing 
the hall indicated it should be 
demolished and replaced. 


Trustees followed this advice 
and Harlan Hall was doomed, 
but the Harlan name will re­ 
main. 
In its place will rise Harlan 
Center, which will have class­ 
rooms, laboratories, conference 
rooms and faculty offices.

Goldman won the first trick 
with dummy’s ace of clubs and 
returned the jack of diamonds 
for a finesse, losing to the king. 
West led a club to the king, and 
East returned a heart. South 
won a finesse with the queen of 
hearts, much to his relief, and 
now could afford to lose precise­ 
ly one spade trick. 
There are three ways to play 
the spades. One is to lead a low 
card from the dummy, planning 
to take two finesses through 
East. This works if East has 
one or both of the missing high 
spades but loses if West has 
both high spades. 
A second method is to lead 
the ace of spades first and then 
lead a low spade toward dum­ 
my. This loses if East has three 
or more s p a d e s headed by 
king-jack. 


THIRD METHOD BEST 
The third method is to lead 
the five of spades from the 
South hand with the intention of 
trying a finesse with dummy’s 
seven if West plays a low card. 
If that finesse loses to the jack, 
South will later lead dummy’s 
queen of spades for a second fi­ 
nesse. 
In theory all three methods 
are nearly equal. In practice, 
the third method is best. You 
lose only if West has K-6-4 of 
spades since you will lose to the 
singleton jack and will later lose 
a second trick to the king. You 
don’t lose if West has K-6 or K-4 
of spades because West is never 
clever enough or brave enough 
to play his low spade without a 
telltale hesitation. He plays his 
king, and you have no further 
problem.

Harlan Hall, College Trademark, Dies 


Harlan Hall, 
historic land­ 
mark on the College of Marin 
campus, started to die yester­ 
day. 


Wreckers moved in to demo­ 
lish the handsome, 46-year-old 
building, the first constructed 
on the campus and unofficial 
symbol of the college. 


Crews started battering away 
at the bell tower and when they 
are through there will be noth­ 
ing left but memories. 
Hundreds of students sprawl­ 
ed on the grass to watch the 
crane begin ripping the tower 
down, occasionally cheering as 
a big chunk was torn free. About 
50 students were scattered at one 
point when a high-pressure wat­ 
er 
hose 
inexplicably 
started 
spouting water, whipping back 
and forth through the crowd un­ 
til a workman grabbed it and 
shut it off. 
A single sign reading “God 
is Love” was stuck into the top 
of the woven wire fence thrown 
around the

Cleveland Wrecking Company to 
protect passersby from falling 
debris. 
“ I’m glad I wasn’t there,” 
said Ada Fusselman of San An­ 
selmo, a member of the first 
college board, when informed 
that demolition had started.

The tower had chimes

bells, and in the 1930s, “the 
chimes were a part of campus 
life, ringing in the morning and 
at noon,” .recalled Juanita. Wilis 
of Kentfield, longtime recording 
secretary to the district board. 


The College of Marin was in 
existence before Harlan Hall, 
but not by much and the hall 
was its first real home. 
When the college opened in 
1926, classes were held in the 
converted Butler mansion in 
Kentfield with an enrollment of 
IK students. 
Three years later, trustees 
opened bids for what was re­ 
ferred to as “ the new classroom 
building,” and the job went to 
the firm of Younger and Hor- 
stmeyer at a cost of $53,594. 
“We t h o u g h t and thought 
about spending that much mon­ 
ey,” said Mrs. Fusselman. 


The late George H. Harlan Sr 
first college board president, 
and Ward Austin, former col­ 
lege president, staked out the 
building three times before they 
found what they thought was the 
best site. 


The first classes were held in 
the new building Dec. 2, 1929. 
and it was later named Harlan 
Hall in honor of Harlan, who 
was a leader in the creation of 
the Marin Junior College Dis­ 
trict.

The L-shaped building, de­ 
signed by A. A. Cantin, also was 
the scene of early board meet­ 
ings, and Mrs. Fusselman re­ 
called: “ I remember the night 
when suddenly there was a bat 
in there, and I hollered, and 
Ward Austin., who was vice 
president then, got a broom and 
got it out.” 
At the north end of the colon­ 
nade there was a bronze plaque 
reading:

Harlan, Fred W. Dickson, Ada

Harlan Hall was described as 
an attractive old edifice, but one 
that had to be structurally im­ 
proved if it were to remain in 
use.

Trustees followed this advice 
and Harlan Hall was doomed, 
but the Harlan name will re­ 
main.

Lawrence also quoted New­ 
hall as testifying that a sedi­ 
ment filtration system could 
reduce silt from the ranch 
“ almost to nothing if neces­ 
sary.”

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Sausalito Police Quarters Not For Sale? 


By LARRY D. HATFIELD 


The purchase of Sausalito’s 
police station by the city, over­ 
whelmingly approved by the 
voters in an $80,000 bond issue 
on Nov. 4, may not face the 
clear sailing the city council 
and other backers of the bond 
issue led the voters to believe. 


The station, owned by Marie 
Silva of San Rafael, may not 
be for sale and the city may 
have to take a perhaps more 
costly route of going to court 
to take the building by con­ 
demnation proceedings. 


The city council, through a 
private memo from City Mgr. 
George M. Patterson knew of 
the possibility that condemna­ 
tion proceedings might have to 
be brought, before the measure 
was put on the ballot. But, the 


council, Patterson and a citizens 
group backing the measure ap­ 
parently never told the public. 
T Iie T r e F ’public* disclosure 
that the building might not be 
for sale, according to a study of 
minutes of council meetings and 
Independent-Joumal reports on 
council meetings and the bond 
issue campaign, came in a 
memorandum from Patterson to 
the council on Nov. 14. 
That memo said in part: 
“While we are still optimistic 
about the purchase of the build­ 
ing, no definite word has yet 
been received as to the willing­ 
ness of the owner to sell. This is 
still in the process of being ne­ 
gotiated.” 


Sausalito real estate man 
Edward Ravizza, who is han­ 
dling the property for Mrs. 
Silva, said yesterday he fore­ 


saw “no hitches” in the city 
taking over the building, on 
which it still has the final 
year of a five year lease. 


He refused, however, to dis­ 
cuss the matter, would not iden­ 
tify the owner and declined to 
say whether or not it was for 
sale. 


P a t t e r s o n , queried on the 
matter, said that the council 
was told that the property might 
not be available except through 
condemnation on the Friday 
previous to its Sept. 2 vote to 
put the measure and two others 
on the ballot. 


Hie confidential memo was 
withheld from the press and 
the public, he said, because it 
contained information on pos­ 
sible prices of the building 
and site. There is no reference 


to any council discussion of 
the matter in the minutes of 
the Sept. 2 meeting and the 
possibility of a court battle 
was never mentioned in any 
of the bond information given 
to the public and the press by 
the city or the citizens group 
promoting the bond issue. 


There was an indication in the 
Sept. 16 council meeting that 
purchase of the police station 
was not a “cut and dried” mat­ 
ter, Patterson said. At that 
meeting, the council gave him 
the power to negotiate with 
Ravizza on the property. Again, 
however, it was not suggested 
that the building might not be 
for sale. 


Patterson emphasized t h a t 
taxpayers are not going to have 
to spend any more money than 
the $80,000 they voted on, but he 


conceded that some hoped-for 
improvements — such as a 
paved, off-street parking lot for 
policemen — might have to be 
sacrificed as the result of the 
costs of a court fight. 
He also conceded that the city 
might have to draw on its legal 
contingency fund —- which is in­ 
cluded in the city’s regular 
budget — to pay for a court con­ 
test. The fund totals $3,000. If 
necessary, the city also could 
draw on its unallocated re­ 
serves. 
Leland H. Jordan, the city’s 
attorney, would be paid for any 
condemnation litigation on a fee 
basis over and above his regu­ 
lar retainer. There was no indi­ 
cation how much a court test 
would cost because of the uncer­ 
tainty about how long it would 
take but Jordan told the council 
last week that “optimistically” 


a condemnation suit would take 
a year. 


The time required for con­ 
demnation proceedings might 
provide another disappoint­ 
ment for voters who looked 
forward to a quickly modern­ 
ized police facility. 


The m o s t frequently men­ 
tioned starting date for the po­ 
lice station addition and mod­ 
ernization during the campaign 
was mid-1970 but a court fight 
could push the starting date into 
1971. The starting date also de­ 
pends on advice from an outside 
financial consulting firm. 
Although apparently it was 
never made a point of, it does 
appear that the bond issue was 
designed by Patterson to in­ 
clude a safety valve to allow for 
possible court costs. 


Patterson told the council in 
September that the estimates 
for expansion of the main fire- 
house ($85,000) and the defeated 
reconstruction of Tiffany Beach 
($65,000) had “added in all fig­ 
ures a contingency of a few 
thousand dollars to provide a 
cushion.” 
Although it was not specified 
on the ballot, curbstone opinions 
by two Marin County city attor­ 
neys yesterday indicated that 
court costs could legitimately be 
condisered part of any “pur­ 
chase” price. 


Ebth attorneys agreed with 
Patterson that there was abso­ 
lutely no question that the city 
could get the building by con­ 
demnation. It is, they said, 
just a question of how long it 
would take and how mnch it 
would cost. 


RELEVANT EDUCATION 
Novato Principal Insists 
Basic Skills Still Primary 


Petaluma Faces Right-Of-Way Controversy

Although their students range 
in achievement levels from fifth 
grade to the junior year in col­ 
lege, the principals of two Nova­ 
to high schools last night said 
that the youngsters are finding 
their courses relevant to their 
lives. 
Speaking before the Novato 
Community 
Ambassadors, 
a 
group of adults who sponsor in­ 
ternational 
student 
exchange 
programs, Henry J. Moroski, 
principal of San Marin High 
School, and Stanley V. Onder- 
donk, principal of Novato High 
School, discussed today’s high 
schools. 


Moroski, who dealt with the 
subject of relevance in gener­ 
al terms, said that he felt his 
youth had been characterize 
by a song which included the 
line, “I’m working my way 
through college, to get a lot of 
knowledge, that I’ll n e v e r 
ever use again.” 


Today’s students do not view 
learning that way, according to 
Moroski, and many have specif­ 
ic goals in mind during high 
school years. “We cannot feed 
them the same old pap,” he 
said. 
Instead, single texbooks have 
been replaced by source materi­ 
als, experiments and m a n y 
learning devices. Although stu­ 
dents are given a wider range 
than ever of subjects from 
which to choose, Moroski said 


that relevance “doesn’t mean 
just things that will interest stu­ 
dents.” 
M o r o s k i emphasized that 
learning to think inductively is 
the basis for all education and 
said that the basic skills are 
still the most needed ingredi­ 
ents. 


In answer to a question 
from a listener, he said that 
vocational high schools in big 
cities have found that no one 
wants studento who have been 
trained in mechanics but can’t 
read. 


“Classrooms have changed. 
Students don’t fear teachers, 
and they are less inhibited,” 
Moroski added, saying he felt 
this was a good change. 
Onderdonk, w ho described 
specific programs at his school, 
said that to some people, “re­ 
levance means that nothing is 
demanded of them.” 
His view of making courses 
relevant to the lives of students, 
does not include not requiring 
attendance, and not h a v i n g 
grades, however. Instead, he 
cited the example of a girl who 
is receiving high school credit 
for going to beauty school. 


This girl like the boys in the 
school’s auto m e c h a n i c s 
classes, will have jobs waiting 
for them upon graduation, he 
said. 


The more academically in­ 
clined students are also finding 


their classes relevant, Onder­ 
donk said, with colleges now 
being required to upgrade many 
courses such as mathetics, sci­ 
ence and foreign languages, be­ 
cause students have already 
progressed so far in high school. 
Further, he said, the eliminat­ 
ing of some requirements and 
the offering of broader range of 
courses in the English depart­ 
ment, has meant that more stu­ 
dents are taking E n g l i s h 
courses, including classes such 
as creative writing and science 
fiction. 
Although 60 percent of Novato 
high school students go on to 
some type of college training.” 
He described a new marine 
technology course which will 
soon be offered at Novato as 
one which will prepare students 
for work in that field. 


What can be done to make 
high school even more rel- 
vast? 


Onderdonk suggested t h a t 
“we must become i n v o l v e d , 
with kids at an earlier age.” He 
suggested massive pre-school 
programs, longer school year 
and improved counseling and 
guidance programs. 
All of this will cost money, 
Onderdonk concluded, s a y i n g 
new ways of financing schools 
rather than putting the burden 
on the property tax payer must 
be found. He also said that this 
country must finds ways o£ 
providing high education levels 
in all areas of the country. 


Amid charges of land confis­ 
cation, the Petaluma City Coun­ 
cil last night groped unsuccess­ 
fully to find a policy to require 
the dedication of right-of-way 
land for street improvements. 
The council heard a report 
from Councilman Albert L. Bat­ 
taglia which said that when the 
city does street improvement 
work, property owners who ben- 
e f i t from the improvement 
should be expected to dedicate 
right-of-way l a n d .

Petaluma City Council Schedules 
Another Firehouse Bond Election 


The Petaluma City Council 
said last night it would probably 
schedule a bond election for a 
new fire station before June, but 
shied away from adding street 
improvement issues to the bal­ 
lot. 


A $185,000 bond issue for a 
new eastside fire station and an 
addition to the central station 
was n a r r o w l y defeated last 
June, but the Council said it felt 
the community would be more 
receptive next year if the costly 
street improvements were not 
included on the same ballot. 


Fire Chief Roscoe A. Benton 
urged the council to seek ap­ 


proval for $200,000 in bonds, not­ 
ing that the cost of construction 
and increased in the past year.

Prep Dynasty Builder Is Marin Coach Of Year 


Don Lucas doesn’t look like a 
dynasty builder. 
More like a real estate man, 
iiceountant, insurance agent or 
mild-mannered bill collector. 
Lucas is a football coach, and 
he hates the word dynasty. But 
that’s what’s happening to Ter­ 
ra L.inda High School’s football 
fortunes. 
All of his peers among Marin 
County Athletic League coaches 
seem to feel that Lucas was 
doing something right this year. 
They named him unanimously 
MCAL coach of the year in a 
1-2-3 vote of the coaches. The 
only dissenting vote came from 
Lucas himself, 
who wouldn’t 
and couldn’t vote for himself. 
Others receiving more than 


one vote were Bob Martin of 
San Marin, who came up with a 
6-2 record in the Mustangs’ 
first-year of varsity competition 
and Redwood High School’s now 
retired Bob Troppmann, who 
led the unheralded Giants to a 
surprising second-place league 
finish. 
The top honor, which Lucas 
shared with A1 Scott of Novato 
last year, comes at the conclu­ 
sion of what was probably his 
most satisfying season in his 
three-year tenure as Terra Lin­ 
da head coach. The Trojans, for 
the first time in the school’s his­ 
tory captured the MCAL title 
outright after sharing it for 
three seasons, as they complet­ 


ed a perfect 6-0 sweep of the 
loop slate. 
The way 
Lucas 
has 
been 
going, that’s the only thing left 
to shoot for. Since he took the 
head coaching job, the Trojans 
have compiled a 23-3-2 record, 
losing only one game in each of 
his three years. 
“This has to be the most sat­ 
isfying year,” Lucas said. “For 
one thing, it was a lot more fun. 
We got the title to ourselves. 
And as far as coaching is con­ 
cerned, we had something you 
strive for but rarely get. I’m not 
that offense-minded, but I’d say 
we had almost perfect balance, 
good running and good pass­ 
ing.” 
The Trojans had just that. At 
a school where the tradition 


came in the shape of small, 
quick backs, pitches and solid, 
devastating d e f e n s e , passing 
was thrown in with all the rest. 
And it came up w inning big. 
The record — four straight 
championships — i s n 't done 
with mirrors. Lucas is the first 
to admit, and proudly, that it 
comes about through good, qual­ 
ity organization. 
“We have, I think, an out­ 
standing program,” 
he said. 
“Right down the line, from 
frosh, through jayvees, through 
the assistants. I couldn't have 
possibly done anything by my­ 
self, not without Hank Yamaga- 
ta and Don Rodrigo and all the 
rest.” 
The evidence would seem to 
bear things out. The Terra Lin­ 


da frosh went through an unde­ 
feated season and the jayvees 
lost only one game, to San Ra­ 
fael. 
So what’s next, when you've 
done almost everything’? 
“Well, I’d still like to have a 
perfect season, ’’he said. “And 
if you do that once, well, you 
always want to see if you can do 
it again. I don’t think we’ll ever 
be out of the running or weak. I 
think we’ll always have a con­ 
tender. But it's never going to 
be easy.” 
Lucas has married into the 
enemy camp, so to speak. His 
wife, Corleen, is the daughter of 
Carl “Red” Brown, top grid 
aide and head basketball coach 
at Drake High School. The Lu­ 


cases have two children, Mark. 
2, and Jennifer. 1. 
A graduate of San Francisco 
State. Lucas received his Mas­ 
ters degree from the University 
of Oregon. He played football at 
Yuba Junior College. 
Lucas, who is not a screamer, 
looks deceptive. He's also one of 
the 
more 
outspoken 
coaches 
around, direct, and honest, and 
bluntly so, a quality usually 
rare in coaches who tend to go 
toward 
expected 
humility 
or 
outrageous generalities. 
Then too, he is a firm believer 
that football is still a boy’s test 
of courage, strength and char­ 
acter. 
And at Terra Linda, they 
seem to have passed the test.

Several authors reportedly are preparing novels 
and Bob Hope, rumored to be interested in purchasing 
the San Francisco franchise, is working a number of 
jokes on the matter into his routine. It could go on and 
on and on. 
But Matthewr Emory Hazeltine, old No. 55 who 
hung 'em up as a Niner after the 1968 season, sums up 
his pro alma mater’s problems with one word: “Imma­ 
turity.” 
Hazeltine, the former Tam High star, University 
of California All-American, and star 49er linebacker 
for 14 frustrating s e a s o n s , visited the dazed 49er 
Boosters of Marin yesterday in place of active players 
who are in Texas licking their wounds and getting 
ready to meet Dallas Thursday — two Thanksgiving 
turkeys for the price of one.

“You must remember,” said Hazeltine, now wear­ 
ing several hats as insurance executive, TV and radio 
commentator and public relations man for the 49ers, 
“that we’re a young team. Coach Dick Nolan is re­ 
building and there are only 16 players who were with 
the club before he took over last year, meaning 24 
new faces on the squad. When they lost a lot of the 
older players they lost some leaders, or c h a r a c t e r 
builders if you want to call them that. They lack the 
experience right now; they’re i m m a t u r e . But they 
have all the ingredients there so that when they reach 
maturity they will be a fine team in the next couple of 
years.” 
Referring to Sunday’s incredible 43-38 loss to 
lowly New Orleans and ail the other losses in this baf- j 
fling season, H a z e l t i n e said: “There hasn’t been a 
breakdown in any specific position, there have been 
breakdowns on specific plays and it’s happened all 
year.

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Sausalito Police Quarters Not For Sale?

The purchase of Sausalito's 
police station by the city, over­ 
whelmingly approved by the 
voters in an $80,000 bond issue 
on Nov. 4, may not face the 
clear sailing the city council 
and other backers of the bond 
issue led the voters to believe.

council, Patterson and a citizens 
group backing the measure ap­ 
parently never told the public. 
first public * disclosure 
that the building might not be 
for sale, according to a study of 
minutes of council meetings and 
Independent-Joumal reports on 
council meetings and the bond 
issue campaign, came in a 
memorandum from Patterson to 
the council on Nov. 14. 
That memo said in part: 
“While we are still optimistic 
about the purchase of the build­ 
ing, no definite word has yet 
been received, as to the willing­ 
ness of the owner to sell. This is 
still in the process of being ne- 
gotiated.” 


Sausalito real estate man 
Edward Ravizza, who is han­ 
dling the property for Mrs. 
Silva, said yesterday he fore­ 


saw “no hitches” in the city 
taking over the building, on 
which it still has the final 
year of a five year lease. 


He refused, however, to dis­ 
cuss the matter, would not iden­ 
tify the owner and declined to 
say whether or not it was for 
sale. 


P a t t e r s o n , queried on the 
matter, said that the council 
was told that the property might 
not be available except through 
condemnation on the Friday 
previous to its Sept. 2 vote to 
put the measure and two others 
on the ballot. 


The confidential memo was 
withheld from the press and 
the public, he said, because it 
contained information on pos­ 
sible prices of the building 
and site. There is no reference 


to any council discussion of 
the matter in the minutes of 
the Sept. 2 meeting and the 
possibility of a court battle 
was never mentioned in any 
of the bond information given 
to the public and the press by 
the city or the citizens group 
promoting the bond issue. 


There was an indication in the 
Sept. 16 council meeting that 
purchase of the police station 
was not a “cut and dried” mat­ 
ter, Patterson said. At that 
meeting, the council gave him 
the power to negotiate with 
Ravizza on the property. Again, 
however, it was not suggested 
that the building might not be 
for sale. 


Patterson emphasized t h a t 
taxpayers are not going to have 
to spend any more money than 
the $80,000 they voted on, but he 


conceded that some hoped-for 
improvements — such as a 
paved, off-street parking lot for 
policemen — might have to be 
sacrificed as the result of the 
costs of a court fight. 
He also conceded that the city 
might have to draw on its legal 
contingency fund — which is in­ 
cluded in the city’s regular 
budget — to pay for a court con­ 
test. The fund totals $3,000. If 
necessary, the city also could 
draw on its unallocated re­ 
serves. 
Leland H. Jordan, the city’s 
attorney, would be paid for any 
condemnation litigation on a fee 
basis over and above his regu­ 
lar retainer. There was no indi­ 
cation how much a court test 
would cost because of the uncer­ 
tainty about how long it would 
take but Jordan told the council 
last week that “optimistically” 


a condemnation suit would take 
a year. 


The time required for con­ 
demnation proceedings might 
provide 
another 
disappoint­ 
ment for voters who looked 
forward to a quickly modern­ 
ized police facility. 


The m o s t frequently men­ 
tioned starting date for the po­ 
lice station addition and mod­ 
ernization during the campaign 
was mid-1970 but a court fight 
could push the starting date into 
1071. Hie starting date also de­ 
pends on advice from an outside 
financial consulting firm. 
Although apparently it was 
never made a point of, it does 
appear that the bond issue was 
designed by Patterson to in­ 
clude a safety valve to allow for 
possible court costs. 


Patterson told the council in 
September that the estimates 
for expansion of the main fire- 
house ($85,000) and the defeated 
reconstruction of Tiffany Beach 
($65,000) had “added in all fig- 
ures a contingency of a few 
thousand dollars to provide a 
cushion.” 
Although it was not specified 
on the ballot, curbstone opinions 
by two Marin County city attor­ 
neys yesterday indicated that 
court costs could legitimately be 
condisered part of any “pur­ 
chase” price. 


Both attorneys agreed with 
Patterson that there was abso­ 
lutely 10' question that the city 
could get the building by con­ 
demnation. It is, they said, 
just a question of how long it 
would take and how much it 
would cost. 


RELEVANT EDUCATION 
Novato Principal Insists 
Basic Skills Still Primary 


Petaluma Faces Right-Of-Way Controversy

Although their students range 
in achievement levels from fifth 
grade to the junior year in col­ 
lege, the principals of two Nova­ 
to high schools last night said 
that the youngsters are finding 
their courses relevant to their 
lives. 
Speaking before the Novato 
Community 
Ambassadors, 
a 
group of adults who sponsor in­ 
ternational 
student 
exchange 
programs, Henry J. Moroski, 
principal of San Marin High 
School, and Stanley V. Onder- 
donk, principal of Novato High 
School, discussed today’s high 
schools. 


Moroski, who dealt with the 
subject of relevance in gener­ 
al terms, said that he felt his 
youth had been characterize 
by a song which included the 
line, “I'm working my way 
through college, to get a lot of 
knowledge, that I’ll n e v e r 
ever use again.” 


Today’s students do not view' 
learning that way, according to 
Moroski, and many have specif­ 
ic goals in mind during high 
school years. “We cannot feed 
them, the same old, pap,” he 
said. 
Instead, single texbooks have 
been replaced by source materi­ 
als, experiments and m a n y 
learning devices. Although stu­ 
dents are given a wider range 
than 
ever of subjects from 
which to choose, Moroski said 


that relevance “doesn’t mean 
just things that will interest stu­ 
dents.” 
M o r o s k i emphasized that 
learning to think inductively is 
the basis for all education and 
said that the basic skills are 
still the most needed ingredi­ 
ente. 


In answer to a question 
from a listener, he said that 
vocational high schools in big 
cities have found that no one 
wants students who have been 
trained in mechanics but can’t 
read. 


“Classrooms have changed. 
Students don’t fear teachers, 
and they are less inhibited,” 
Moroski added, saying he felt 
this was a good change. 
Onderdonk, 
w h o described 
specific programs at his school, 
said that to some people, “re­ 
levance means that nothing is 
demanded of them.” 
His view of making courses 
relevant to the lives of students 
does not include not requiring 
attendance, and not h a v i n g 
des, however. Instead, he 
cited the example of a girl who 
is receiving high school credit 
for going to beauty school. 


This girl like 'the, boys in the 
school’s auto m e c h a n i c s 
classes, will have jobs waiting 
for them upon graduation, he 
said. 


The more academically in 
dined students are also finding 


their classes relevant, Onder­ 
donk said, with colleges now 
being required to upgrade many 
courses such as mathetics, sci­ 
ence and foreign languages, be­ 
cause students have already 
progressed so far in high school. 
.Further,, he said, the eliminat­ 
ing of some requirements and 
the offering of broader range of 
courses in the English depart­ 
ment, has meant that more stu­ 
dents are taking E n g l i s h 
courses, including classes such 
as creative writing and science 
fiction. 
Although 60 percent of Novato 
high school students go on to 
some type of college training.” 
fe described a new marine 
technology course which will 
soon be offered at Novato as 
one which will prepare students 
or work in that field. 


What can be done to make 
high school even more rel- 
vant? 


Onderdonk suggested t h a t 
“we must become i n v o l v e d , 
with kids at an earlier age.” He 
suggested massive 
pre-school 
programs, longer school year 
and improved counseling and 
guidance programs. 
All of this will cost money, 
Onderdonk concluded, s a y in g 
new ways of financing schools 
rather than putting the burden 
on the property tax payer must 
be found. He also said that this 
country must finds ways o£ 
providing high education levels 
in all areas of the country.

The Petaluma City Council 
said last night it would probably 
schedule a bond election for a 
new fire station before June, but 
shied away from adding street 
improvement issues to the bal­ 
lot.

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A World Of Greasy Sproc kets And Dirt 


Sweetheart, welcome to the wonderful world of 
greasy sprockets and chains and totally wiped-out, 
filthy faces. 
They called this thing an Inter-Am, which sounds 
like something a computer would come up with, may­ 
be a wheelchair race on slick hospital floors, but no 
computer could have dreamed this up, not unless it 
was human and hairy. 
It was a motorcycle happen- 
. ing Sunday, all day from when 
the grass was still halfway inno­ 
cent early in the morning, until 
late in the evening when the dirt 
and ruts and nooks had been 
ripped sideways and they threw 
away the last wine bottle and 
over-charged pie wrapper at 
China Camp. That area is off 
San Pedro Road, North of San 
Rafael. 
NO MUD 
Officially, it was another 
glamorous pitstop on the Inter- 
: national Motor-Cross Tour, cir­ 
ca November 1969, on a sunny, 
Dust Bowl day with no mud, lit- 
•' tie wind, no moisture, sleet or 
snow. On hand were most of the 
top riders of Europe, as well as 
anybody who could tie his bike 
to a station wagon, tow it half­ 
way across the country and 
come up with the sign-up fee. 
Call it a series of races, nine in 
all, in three different classes, 
climaxed by the glamor race, 
the 500 cc international seniors, 
the big boys, the speed demons. 
Never mind who won. Nobody 
knows for hours anyway and it’s 
a little complicated with addi­ 
tion on three races to figure out 
where you finished. Instead, 
take it as a total experience, 
lose your head, tickle your ears, 
open your eyes and rub your 
nose. 
NOISY 
Never been to a bike race. 
Too noisy, too greasy, didn’t 
have time. Well, they’re noisy, 
and greasy, and a lot of other 
things. 
First of all, it’s like every 
gasoline gypsy in the world, 
10,000 or so to be exact, had 
brought their bikes, their vans 
and fans, station wagons, buses 
and lumped it at China Camp. 
It starts early, and all these 
people, beercases that will go 
empty, toolboxes that might be 
stolen, goggles, jungle boots, 
bottle openers, maps and every 


exotic oil and gasoline on the 
market. In tow, kids, girls, of 
the motor circuit, a few hippies 
even, accents from up-state 
New York to down-country 
Belgian. 
SPECIAL KIND 
They set up tents, let down 
the hatches and it’s like a gath­ 
ering of a very special kind of 
clan who watch television dur­ 
ing the week and go crazy on 
weekends with their ears roar­ 
ing, looking for bruises and the 
impossible, incredible course, 
waiting for the biggest hill of 
all. 
They start to hover over their 
machines, these bikes, and it’s 
not at all like Indianapolis, all 
oval and slick, expensive and 
jet-age. It stays human, because 
the bike is almost as vulnerable 
and fragile as the rider. It too, 
can break, fall apart, die in the 
dust, and more often than not, it 
does, quicker than the rider. 
Out come the wrenches, the 
rags, to make love to the chains 
and tanks and engines, this 
whiz-bang piece of machinery 
with all the brand-names of 
owners on it. 
FIRST SOUNDS 
And then, you hear it. It 
starts out in echoes, a click of a 
foot jamming down, a putter 
and cough, and one solitary roar 
as one man’s grease-stained 
body lifts off the seat and he 
zaps it out into the trees and 
grass and then the roars, like a 
souped-up horse in a gallop, 
come from all over. And it’s 
time. 
The course is built like a boa 
constrictor. It is pure, thick, dry 
dirt on this day, and it cuts 
sharply and winds, and winds 
and winds, straight up, straight 
down, around curves that are 
like rectangles, out of the sun­ 
light into deep drops of dark 
trees, then into dizzy, home-free

The black sea brant season 
opened, but it’s really too early 
to have enough birds down from 
the North for a successful hunt. 
I saw about 80 birds on Tomales 
Bay Saturday, but with the 
heavy pressure there on week­ 
ends, the birds quickly head for 
the ocean. The limit on brant 
this year is four birds per day, 
eight in possession. 
Quite a number of canvas 
back ducks have come into the 
San Pablo Bay area. Some of 
the skullers report that they 
have been forced to skull 
around these birds after getting 
their two-bird limit. Things are 
tough all over! The big northern 
blue bills will be down soon, so 
two cans and four northern 
blues sure make a nice limit. 
I RECEIVED a late deer kill 
statistic report this week. Our 
Marin kill tag return shows this 
year’s take to be 646 bucks. The 
count could be close to 700, 
which is excellent for here. All 
of the tag numbers which the 
wardens sent in from the locker 
plants all matched up so far, so 
you’ve done a good job on the 
self validating system, so may­ 
be no one will be getting cita­ 
tions. 
Sierra County, where I hunt in 
the Sierras, had a tag return of 
349 bucks. It used to be up in 
the seven or eight hundreds. 
And Modoc, with 1,066 and Las­ 
sen, with 1,464, are both down 
slightly from last year. A few 
years back each of these two 
counties had kills of more than 
5,000 bucks each. Let’s hope 
that the “ three-point” law and 
the shorter season will bring 
back these fine deer herds. 
Tehama County showed a 
great increase with 2,660 bucks 
against 1,922 last year. Mendo­ 
cino had a kill of 4,437 bucks 


against 4,172 last year. Mendoci­ 
no also showed the highest kill 
by bow and arrow, 43 bucks. 
SECTION 82.1 of the fishing 
regulations reads, “The limit on 
Gaper clams in Humboldt Bay 
will be increased to 50 in combi­ 
nation with Washington Clams.” 
That’s some limit — I don’t 
think a person can lift 50 of 
these big clams. I guess that’s 
the place to go! 
I checked a few abalone pick­ 
ers over the weekend but having 
it get dark by 5:20 or so, things 
were generally slow, and with 
the tides not too low, 1 suppose 
everyone was out after pheas­ 
ants. 
MY NEIGHBOR, Neil Scheid 
of Woodacre, along with Steve 
Bollas of Corte Madera and two 
friends took 12 stripers off the 
old net depot near California 
City. They trolled, using bug­ 
eyes and spoons. Three of the 
bass were over 20 pounds. They 
fished Saturday morning on the 
incoming tide. (Sounds like a 
hot spot!) 
And Andy Bemadsky, along 
with Joe Wilson, both of Wooda­ 
cre, tried the area between the 
pumphouse and Petaluma Greek 
using prawns. Andy took his 
first sturgeon. He arrived at my 
house with his 38-pounder about 
8 p.m. Saturday for a fish clean­ 
ing lesson. What next? 
I CALLED HAZEL Eddings at 
Buck’s Landing in Santa Vene- 
tia and she reported both stur­ 
geon and bass being nailed. 
Some of the bass were close to 
30 pounds, and two of the stur­ 
geon were in the 60-pound 
range.

Q. I am interested in gov­ 
ernment bills and notes. Can 
you tell me in what way they 
differ, which pays more inter­ 
est and how long you have to 
wait to maturity? — L. Z. 


A. Treasury bills are sold on 
a discounted basis, that is, you 
pay face value minus interest. 
Quotations on T bills are given 
in terms of this discount rather 
than price. Maturities run from 
13 weeks to 52 weeks but can be 
refinanced or rolled-over, indefi­ 
nitely. Thirteen-week bills are 
currently quoted at around 7 per 
cent and 2&*week bills at 7.3 per 
cent discounts. These are of­ 
fered by the Treasury at auction 
weekly and a commercial bank 
should be able to arrange the 
p u r c h a s e for you. Treasury 
notes are written for longer pe­ 
riods with maturities varying up 
to seven years. 
Holders of Treasury notes and 
bonds periodically are given an 
opportunity to exchange matur­ 
ing paper for newer issues. In 
September an $8.9 billion re­ 
funding operation gave holders 
of maturing 1.5 per cent to 4 per 
ceni paper, exchange opportuni­ 
ties on 19^-month 8 per cent 
notes down to 7-year 7.5 per 
cent notes. These new notes are 
now trading at a premium on 
the open market to yield 7.5 per 


cent to 7 per cent respectively. 


Q. About a year ago I 
managed to get together $700 
which I invested in Imperial 
Corp. I badly need to bnild 
my finances and this was sup­ 
posed to be a very safe buy. I 
am very worried and wonder 
if I should hold. — L. C. 
A. Imperial Corp. is a hold­ 
ing company for 12 savings and 
loan associations in the West. 
Plans for the acquisition of five 
others are at various stages of 
completion. Through September 
earnings were up 22.5 per cent 
to 76 cents a share, and $1 is 
estimated for the year. While 
not a conservative holding, it 
has good growth prospects. But 
reading between the lines of 
your letter I seriously doubt 
whether common stock invest­ 
ment suits either your tempera­ 
ment or your pocketbook.

I saw about 80 birds on Tómales 
Bay Saturday, but with toe 
heavy pressure there on week­ 
ends, the birds quickly head for 
the ocean. The limit on brant 
this year is four birds per day, 
eight in possession. 
Quite a number of canvas 
back ducks have come into the 
San Pablo Bay area. Some of 
the skullers report that they 
have been f o r c e d to skull 
around these birds after getting 
their two-bird limit. Things are 
tough all over! The big northern 
blue bills will be down soon, so 
two cans and four northern 
blues sure make a nice limit. 
I RECEIVED a late deer kill 
statistic report this week. Our 
Marin kill tag return shows this 
year’s take to be 646 bucks. The 
count could be close to 700, 
which is excellent for here. All 
of the tag numbers which the 
wardens sent in from toe locker 
plants all matched up so far, so 
you’ve done a good job on the 
sell validating system, so may­ 
be no one will be getting cita­ 
tions. 
Sierra County, where I hunt in 
toe Sierras, had a tag return of 
349 bucks. It used to be up in 
the seven or eight hundreds. 
And Modoc, with 1,066 and Las­ 
sen, with 1,464, are both down 
slightly from last year. A few 
years back each of these two 
counties had kills of more than 
5.000 bucks each. Let’s hope 
that toe “three-point” law and 
the shorter season will bring 
back these fine deer herds. 
T e h a m a County showed a 
great increase wito 2,660 bucks 
against 1,922 last year. Mendo­ 
cino had a kill of 4,437 bucks

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Q. I am interested in gov­ 
ernment bills and notes. Can 
you tell me in what way they 
differ, which pays more inter­ 
est and bow long you have to 
wait to maturity? — L. Z. 


A. Treasury bills are sold on 
a discounted basis, that is, you 
pay face value minus Interest. 
Quotations on T bills are given 
in terms of this discount rather 
than price. Maturities run from 
13 weeks to 52 weeks but can be 
refinanced or rolled-over, indefi­ 
nitely. Thirteen-week bills are 
currently quoted at around 7 per 
cent and 26-week bills at 7.3 per 
cent discounts. These are of­ 
fered by the Treasury at auction 
weekly and a commercial bank 
should be able to arrange the 
p u r c h a s e for you. Treasury 
notes are written for longer pe­ 
riods with maturities varying up 
to seven years. 
Holders of Treasury notes and 
bonds periodically are given an 
opportunity to exchange matur­ 
ing paper for newer issues. In 
September an $8.9 billion re­ 
funding operation gave holders 
of maturing 1.5 per cent to 4 per 
ceru paper, exchange opportuni­ 
ties on 19Mt-month 8 per cent 
notes down to 7-year 7.5 per 
cent notes. These new notes are 
now trading at a premium on 
the open market to yield 7.5 per 


cent to 7 per cent respectively.
